The Canadian transportation au- 
thorities have been making plans to 
move out a record volume of Cana- 
dian grain for export during the 
next seven months. It is hoped that 
it may be possible to place about 
250 million bushels in export dur-

(By H.G.L. Strange) 

The Crop Testing Plan has start- | 
ed on its fifteenth year of work of 
testing thousands of samples of} 
farmers’ grains which have been 
used for seeding the current crop. 

These samples have been seeded 
at dozens of points throughout the 
Prairies, and when the heads ap- 
pear, competent Plant Breeders 
and Cerealists will analyse them to 
determine the variety, and to note 
the admixture of other and often 
undesirable varicties which tend, of 
course, to degrade the crop both 
for vield and quality. 

The analysis of the growing crop 
is necessary because few varieties 
can be identified really accurately 
in the kernel, but can be identified | 
by the characteristics of the head, 

Each individual farmer will) be 
notified as to the results of the test, 
so that he will be able to deter- 
mine whether this coming fall and 
winter he should secure some bet- 
ter seed with which to improve 
the vield and quality of his crop.
